Investigation by Post-Dispatch report- 
¢rs into the death of Col. Frederick W. 
von Blees picturesque Missourian, who 
was found dead in his room at the South- 
ern Hotel Saturday night, reveals: - 

That the body was turned over to pri- 
vate persons before an autopsy was held 
by surgeons of the Coroner's office._ 

That an autopsy held after the body 
had been embalmed was not conclusive. 

That Coroner Barron released the body 
fo an undertaker on the statement that 
there was no doubt Col. Blees had com- 
mitted suicide by taking carbolic acid. 

That Col. Blees had told Dr. J. W. 
‘Moore, his business associate and friend 
fn St. Louis, that he intended returning 
to Macon Friday evening. 

That Col. Blees had learned Tuesday 
that a suit for $130,000 was to be filed 
against him by his foster-sister, the al- 
Jegations of which questioned his ad- 
ministration of the estate of his moth- 
er, his foster-sister, Mrs. Julius Auler 
of Metz, Germany, having been a bene- 
ficiary of the will. 

That he knew this suit asked an at- 
tachment of all his property, including 
the Blees Military Academy, which was 
his pride.

Chase Followed a Quarrel on a 
Street Car That Began 
Over Seat, 





James Dun, a negro of 30 Johnson 
Street was chased at 1 p. m. Monday by 
two whitefmen with whom he had been 
arguing 6n an eastbound Market street 
car, from Seventh and Market streets to 
Highth and Chestnut streets. There a 
mob of white men and boys, ignorant 
of the cause of the trouble, but urged 
on by cries of ‘‘Kill the nigger! Lynch 
him!”’ struck and kicked him until the 
arrival of the police. 

The negro wis cut about the head and 
temporarily paralyzed by kicks in the 
Stomach. He was taken to the City Dis- 
pensary, where it was found that he 
was not seriously injured; and he was 
then locked up in the Four Courts hold- 
over. 

There wert no arrests made of the 
men in the mob, and the two white 
men who had been in the fight on the 
car mixed in with the crowd and es- 
caped, 

According to an eye witness, who saw 
the fight on the car and later followed 
with the crowd, the arguent started at 
Jefferson avenue. Dunn and another 


negro were standing on the back plat- 
form. The two white men, one of whom 
was tall and slender and the other short 
and stocky, were seated in one of the 
long seats at the end of the car. 

Dunn evidently thought there was 
room for him on the seat, for he tried 
to sit “down besife thé smaller w 
man. The little man wouldn't move

AMERICA IS UNPREPARED 





St. Louisan Abroad Says Prac- 
tical Difficulties Are Too — 
Great at Present.

VIENNA, Sept. 10.—'‘My own personal 
conviciions are opposed to the Govern- 
ment owning or operating railways,” 
said ex-Gov. David R_ Francis of Mis- 
souri, a Democrat of wide influence in 
the lnited States, and for years a lead- 
ing member of the Democratic National 
Committee, whom the Post-Dispatch 's 
Vienna correspondent asked regarding 
his opinion of Mr. Bryan's recent public 
declarations in New York and_ else- 
where. 

“IT have not seen an American news- 
paper of later date than Aug. 24, and 
have only read the summary of Mr. 
Bryan's speech that was cabled here. 
Therefore I hesitate to criticise it. Per- 
sonally, I have the greatest admiration 
and respect for Mr. Bryan. When I left 
America, seven weeeks ago, I was con- 
fident that he would be the Democratic 
nominee in the coming presidentia] elec- 
tion, and I cannot think there has been 
any material change in party sentiment 
Since that time. 

“Mr. Bryan's course at the Democrat- 
ic National convention in 1904 demon- 
strates that his party fealty should con- 
vince everyone that he is willing to bow 
to the will of the majority of the party 
on any issue before the people. 


“America Not Prepared.” 


*‘America is not yet prepared for Fed- 
eral or State ownership of railroads. 


Many more roads remain to be built and 
much new country is to be opened. The 
cost of buying up the present railway 
Systems would be stupendouc and the 
practical difficulties in the way of such 
a step are very great. Moreover the 
creation of an immense new army of of- 
fice holders is a question demanding se- 
rious consideration. 

“In my judgment, Government owner- 
Ship and operation of railroads is un- 
democratic, tends to the centralization of 
Government and circumscribes the field 
of individual effort to an extent by no 
means advisable in this stage of our na- 
tional life.’’

Mystery in Disappearance

A heavy battering ram was procured, 
but the iron doors withstood the shocks, 
Axes and sledge hammers had no more 
effect, and the crowd looked on and 
watched the prisoner burn to death. 
The town is without adéquate fire serv- 
ice, and by the time the small hose was 
played on the flames the fire was be- 
yond control. While the negro was cry- 
ing out in his agony after the last at- 
tempt at his rescue one of the walls of 
the Jail fell in. and he waS buried be- 
neath the debris.

The cause of the vacancy is due to a 
deadlock that has existed in the School 
Board for more than three months.

| posed to her selection, and neither side 


will give way to the other. Because 
the faction favoring the teacher will 
not relent the remaining six members 
will not vote to select the lo teachers 
for the other vacancies. 

Miss Emma Morgan, a pretty teacher 





who has incurred the disfavor of Prin- 
cipal Lieb of the public school, is the 
woman that is causing all of the trou- 
ble, aS she is backed by six directors, 
who say they will elect her or no one. 


Opposed by Principal. 


Miss Morgan has taught in the school 
for many years and is regarded as one 
of the best English teachers it has ever 
had. Prof. Lieb does not like Miss 
Morgan for some reason which he has 
never explained, and has enlisted the 
votes of six members in an effort to 
oust her. 


Principal Lieb has now asked the 
City Solicitor of Paducah if there is 
not a law which will grant him the au- 
thority to appoint the teachers in lieu 
of the failure of the board to _ select 
teachers so that he can open school. 

The political complexion of the board 
is Republican, with only two Demo- 
crais on it, and both favor the candid- 
acy of Miss Morgan.

stage. Brutal, bestialized by the galleys, his coarse, brown, peasant’s 
clothes and heavy sabots stained with the mud of the roads, his face unshaven 
-and sullen with the sense of his better wronging at society's hands, he was the 
living and breathing Valjean of Hugo’s story. 
“I’ve walked 35 miles today,’’ he mumbled, scowling at the merry 
front of the Diton inn. “I’m tired. I’m hungry. I have money.” 
Then followed the scourge of the curse that accompanied him from his 19 
years’ crucifixion in the galleys. Denounced by Javert, refused food and shelter 
by the innkeeper, turned away from the door of a peasant’s cottage, he falls, 
cursing God and man, across the portal of the Diton Church. A moment 
later he is the welcome guest of the good Bishop Myriel—and then that won- 
derful ‘“‘Les Miserables’ scene of a soul’s redemption by loving kindness closes 
with the Christlike priest's solemn words: 
“T have bought your soul and given it to God.”’ 
It was fine. It was fine when Jean Valjean muttered oaths in his throat, 
as he handed his galley-release branded, ‘‘Dangerous!’’ to Javert; when he 
shook his heavy stick et those who turned him away as if he were a wild 


‘iy minutes after the curtain rese on the prologue of “‘The Law and 
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animal: when he whispered to himself, accusing all human law—‘‘Nineteen 
years in the galleys because [ stole a loaf of bread for my sister!’’—when, in- 
credulous of Bishop Myriel’s goodness, he retold his story of shame; and when, 
saved by Myriel from return to the galleys, he knelt, speechless, kissing the 
cross on the churchman’s slippered foot. It was fine, and the audience rose to 
it with as genuine acclaim as I have ever heard. 

Then came the shotk of a Lacky ye misinterpretation of the Valjean role 
80 amazing that I cannot account for it to myself. In the act following his true 
and tremendous Valjean. the time-explred galley-slave, he gives to us a Mayor 
Madeline as smug and plump and gloss y-haired as the most complacent medl- 
ocrity that ever digested a care-free dinnner. A handsome Mayor Madeleine— 
no, even worse than that--a pretty, matinee-idol sert of Mayor Madeleine, not 
a day over 35, and almost offensive in his well-favored self-satisfaction. It was 
staggering—this Valjean of eight years after the prologue. 

Remember that Hugo’s majestic hero had lived in the helf of the galleys 
for more than half the average lifetime, that his wrongs had eaten deeply 
into his soul, that his redemption had been made possible only by the purifying 
fire of poignant suffering—-and what an impertinence seems this incredible Mad- 
éline, the uprisen Valjean, of Lackaye’s picturing. It’s also a pity—a colossal 
pity—becouse Lackaye has constructed a play of ‘Les Miserables,’’ which,I 
beliove, can yet be made into a “smashing”? melodrama. :

ut Mr. Lackaye must play the post-prologue Jean Valjean harder, with a 
more grimly sincere earnestness, with less of an eye to personal pulchritude, if 
he would save his play for himself. Even when he ultimately wears white hair 
in the final acts, it's a hairdresser’s captivating ‘‘confection” in which we see 
him, not the snowy, carelessly flowing, reverend locks of Hugo's rugged old 
mertyr. | And Mr. Lackaye, for some inexplicable reason, plays the part 
along hairdresser lines, so to speak. In the prologue he strikes with uner- 
ring touch the Jean Valjean keynote. Unhappily alike in make-up and mood, 
he loses it utterly thereafter. And for no reason of temperamental or phy- 
sical inadequacy, worse luck, because, ¢Ven after witnessing the ghastly blunder 
of his present misconception, I still say that Lackaye is the one character-actor 
on the American stage peculiarly fitted to play Jean Valjean. His Svengall 
indicated it, his Jean of the prologue proves it beyond disputing. But he can't 
play’ a pretty, young-old Jean Valjeag, hopeful of admiration for his good 
looks, without trivializing and degrading one of the most majestic figures in 
fiction. I hope that he will speedily recover from the strange madness that has 
possessed him and give us the Jean Valjean for which he is so amply equipped 
by art and nature.

the curtains between acts and smirk and smile at their audiences. It’s death 
to dramatic consistency and the maintaining of atmosphere. 


“FORTY-FIVE MINUTES FROM BROADWAY.” 

George M. Cohan calls ‘“‘Forty-tve Minutes From Broadway” a ‘music 
play,”’ and that is, perhaps, as good a name as any other for it; but if 
you're expecting a musical comedy You're vastly mistaken. It’s really just 
comedy, in the first and third acts, farce-comedy in the second, with some 
attractive girls and five songs thrown in for exceptional good measure. The 
first of the songs might quite advantageously be omitted, but all the others 
added to the pleasure of last evening at the Olympic, where a week's engage- 
ment was opened. Hach made a hit of its own, and ‘So Long, Mary,” is so 
tuneful that the gallery just couldn't help whistling an accompaniment 
when it was sung.

Filley and Coxswain Blagden of the 
Harvard crew erred serlously in not 
pushing Cambridge as closely as possj- 
ble from the very start of the race on 
the Thames last Saturday, 

If there is any one advantage Amer- 
ican athletes are supposed to possess 
over those of Britain it lies in their 
finer physical condition. That the Har- 
vard crew was in better condition than 
that of Cambridge is borne out by the 
reports of the race, which said that at 
least two men in the blue boat were ex- 
hausted at the finish, while the Amer- 
icans were fresh, notwithstanding their 
long spurt in the last three-fourth of 
a mile. 

It may be that the Cantabs, with their 
narrow-bladed oars and habit of quick 
stroke, could naturally outpace the 
crimson shell at the start. Still, a mile 
should have put the Americans in their 
stroke. When it did get going it was its 
policy to take Cambridge by the bow 
and pull her heart out if she could. 

Taken purely as watermen, the En- 
glish crews excel those of American col- 
leges. For, whereas boys begin rowing 
on the waters of the tight little island 
when they are old enough to sit up in 
a boat, many of the college oarsmen of 
America are reared in places where 
water is not plentiful, or popular, and 
rarely take to rowing until they go to 
college. Then a fine specimen of a 
rlainsman from Dodge City or Fort 
Riley—places which never have seen 
even a skiff--is slapped on the back, 
told that nature intended him for an 
carsman—which she probably did—and 
induced to pull in the boat. That he 
shall become as good a waterman as 
the English boy who begins paddling as 
a tot and follows it through public and 
prep school to his college crew is 
no more to be expected than®that the 
man who never saw a baseball until he 
was 20 would become as adept a player 
as the chap who began on the lots at 6. 
English collegians are splendid single 
and boatmen. Who not 
remember ‘Thackeray's spiendid = por- 
traiture of George Warrington, the 
comrade of Pendennis, attracting the 
eye of the crew captain by his. rare 
watermanship in a skiff among the Tor- 
pids, as the men who do not try for 
crews—but who row just the same—are 
called at Oxford. Every one rows at 
the English universities. 

Warrington was so good an oarsman 
that he could enter an eight and instant- 
ly become a perfect integer of it.

Warrington will hope not—it none the 
less accentuates the splendid waterman- 
ship of British collegians, an excellence 
in which Americans of harsh and 
changeable climates and uncertain 
waters, can scarce hope to surpass them 
for some centuries to come. 

As Harvard -could not hope to excel 
Cambridge in this basic. principle of 
rowing, her sole hope lay in superiority 
of condition. It may have been that 
she was handicapped here. The dfs- 
patches would not so indicate. Still, 
many of the Harvard oarsmen lost 
weight after they arrived in England. 
We are informed that in many cases 
this weight was regained and in some 
the original poundage surpassed. 

It may be taken as a standard prin- 
ciple of training and fitting that an ath- 
lete who gains weight in preparation— 
even though it be weight he lost in a 
previous iliness—will not render as high 
a performance as he will when, instead 
of putting on weight, he is taking it 
off. This is a fundamental fact with 
which all good trainers are familiar. 
Hence, if Harvard men took on weight 
in the last week they did not render as 
high a performance as they would have 
done had they been taking it off. 

In fine, we may say that in rowing 
the English have us in our weakest 
spot. That Harvard, dropping back at 
the start, should make up six lengths 
in the last half mile and finish going 
very fast, while the Cantabs were, ex- 
hausted, is tribute indeed to the power 
of America in manly sports.
